Teachers Strike For Back Pay—Shortage of 
School Funds Due to Lavish Military Expenses. 


Mexico City—The demoralization of 
Calles’ much-heralded public school 
system, which was to replace the re- 
ligious schools he destroyed, has reach- 
ed a critical stage. 

For months now, reports have come 
in from State after State in the Re 
public that teachers had not been paid 
for months, that whole school staffs 
were on strike, and that schools were 
being shut down. 

Now, however, the debacle has 
reached the Capital of the country it 
self, while the crumbling of the vaunt- 
ed system is accelerating elsewhere in 
the country.
